AN eight-year-old Harlow girl has 
become a global singing sensation 
after a video of her covering pop 
star Nicki Minaj’s record Super 
Bass on the YouTube website re¬ 
ceived almost 20 million hits. 

In the seven weeks since Sophia 
Grace Brownlee’s parents Dominic and 
Carly uploaded the clip of their daughter 
and her five-year-old cousin Rosie 
Grace McClelland performing the popu¬ 
lar track, the youngster has appeared on 
chat shows in the UK, America and 
Australia and been offered acting roles 
with Disney and Nickelodeon. 

The youngster, who lives in Old 
Harlow, also caught the eye of popular 
American comedian Ellen DeGeneres, 
who paid for both girls - dubbed ‘the 
mini Minajs’ - to go to California to

appear on her primetime television show 
to perform with their idol. 

“It has been an absolutely surreal few 
weeks,” Sophia’s dad Dominic told the 
Star this week. “We obviously never 
realised how much attention she was 
going to get when we uploaded the 
video; it was meant to be a bit of fim. 

“But by the end of the first day it had 
received 250 views and within a week 
I’d received an email from the producers 


of the Ellen show inviting the girls to 
appear on her programme. 

“We were just stunned. It has been 
absolutely incredible.” 

According to Dominic, who owns a 
taxi firm in Harlow, only child Sophia 
has taken her newfound fame in her 
stride. 

“She is actually known as being quite 
shy at school,” he said. “All her teachers 
and classmates are just amazed. 

“She is coping well, though. She’s 
obviously extremely excited but we are 
also trying to maintain as much normal¬ 
ity as possible in her life. 

“She still goes to school when back in 
Harlow and we have made sure to keep 
her up to date with schoolwork when 
travelling. We are very aware that she is 
only eight years old so don’t want to put 
too much pressure on her.” 

Since her duet with Minaj on the 
Ellen show - a video that itself has 
become another huge YouTube hit - 


Sophie has become a household name 
throughout America, with people 
stopping her in the street for auto¬ 
graphs. 

“The day she signed her first auto¬ 
graph I was the proudest dad ever,” 
Dominic added. “She has now been 
taken on by an LA management com¬ 
pany and had several scripts sent to her 
from Disney and Nickelodeon. 

“It is just crazy. We are all very 
proud of her and excited to see where 
it all leads. I have to keep pinching 
myself to check it is actually real!” 

Sophia and her family were this 
week flown back out to the States 
for a month to make a re-appear¬ 
ance on the Ellen show and to 
work out her next career move.

Pupils in tears after 
theft of school pets

HEARTBROKEN pupils at a Harlow 
primary school have made a tearful 
appeal to the callous thief who stole 
their class pets to return them. 

The childen at Milwards Primary School 
and Nursery, in Paringdon Road, were 
shocked to return from their half-term break 
to discover six-month-old rusty-coloured 
guinea pig Chino had been stolen. 

But the youngsters were to experience fur¬ 
ther heartbreak when the thief returned last 
Tuesday night and took two-year-old white 
rabbit Hannah. 

“Everyone is absolutely devastated,” said 
headteacher Angela Callaway. “These ani¬ 
mals are not worth anything to anyone so 
whoever has taken them is obviously playing 
a very cruel and heartless joke. 

“Our children are in tears over this. They 
are their pets and someone has just come in 
and done who knows what with them. It’s 
awful.” 

On both occasions the animals, which are 
kept in a secure outdoor section in the middle 
of the school to keep them safe from foxes, 
were stolen at night. According to Ms 
Callaway the thief would have had to climb 
over the school roof to access the area. 

“Police have found footprints and finger¬ 
prints on the vandalism paint but the main 
thing for us is getting these animals back 
safe,” she continued. 

“The children have all written to the Star 
asking for the community’s help in keeping 
an eye out for their pets in case the animals 
were dumped somewhere. 

“They are part of the school and really 
have a calming effect on the children, espe-

cially those with special needs. I just can’t 
understand the mentality of someone who 
would do this.” 

In one of the letters, 10-year-old Edna 
Opoku wrote the theft of the animals had left 
“a hole in my heart”, while 11-year-old Ryan 
Endean said he was “traumatised and upset” 
by what had happened. 

Ms Callaway added: “I bet these people 
have never had to tell a five-year-old that two 
of their pets have been stolen. It is simply 
heartbreaking.” 


A spokesperson for Harlow police con¬ 
firmed the force was investigating the inci¬ 
dents. 

“We would like to hear from anyone who 
might have information about the thefts or 
from anyone who might have been offered 
one of these animals for sale in suspicious 
circumstances,” he added.

Detectives end probe 
into care home deaths 


THE Harlow care home at the 
centre of a double death probe 
by police will not face criminal 
action. 

Detectives investigating the 
deaths of two elderly residents 
of the Partridge Care Centre in 
August have now concluded 
that no criminal offences were 
committed at the home. 

They will also take no further 
action against a 36-year-old 
Enfield woman - believed to be 
a care worker at the home in 
Partridge Road - who was 
arrested during the investigation 
and currently on police bail. 

An Essex Police spokesman 
said: “Detectives have been 


given detailed medical assess¬ 
ments by independent experts 
and used this information to 
conclude that no relevant crimi¬ 
nal offences have been commit¬ 
ted at the home. 

“Accordingly, no further 
action will be taken against the 
woman who was on police bail.” 

One resident - an 89-year-old 
woman - died after being taken 
to Princess Alexandra Hospital 
on August 3. A second resident 
- an 80-year-old woman 
passed away three days later. 

A third, described by police 
as an ‘elderly male’, was admit¬ 
ted to PAH at the same time and 
has since recovered.

Daredevils 
to hospice

STEPPING up to the coals in a hail 
of applause, I realised there was no 
longer any chance of turning back. 

When I agreed to take part in St Clare 
Hospice’s fundraising firewalk it had seemed 
like a good idea. At the time I thought, ‘Why 
not?’ 

But when greeted by the sight of a pit of 
metre-high flames as I walked up the drive of 
the hospice at Hastingwood it finally dawned 
on me what I had let myself in for. 

There were 18 of us who had volunteered to 
walk barefoot across the white hot coals. 
Some were staff from the hospice, others 
curious to experience a firewalk. Then there 
were those who knew personally about the 
work the hospice does in the community, 
caring for those with terminal or life-limiting 
illnesses. 

“My friend came here when she had cancer,” 
one woman told me as we sat down for the 
firewalk briefing. “She was looked after so 
well; we’ll never forget it.” 

Our instructor Steve, owner of the company 
Survivorbility which ran the event, explained 
that it was all about overcoming fear with a 


bit of science thrown in for good measure. 

“In one-and-a -half seconds this will be over 
for you guys,” he said. “However, those you 
are doing it for have to face fear every day. 
Focus on them.” 

All too soon we were queuing up in a line 
next to the glowing coals, mentally psyching 
ourselves to go against every parental 
warning we had ever received. 

Then it began and one by one my team-mates 
hot-footed it across the fiery pit, making it 
look like a stroll in the park. Suddenly, it was 
my turn. 

Shaking, I fought against better instincts and 
took the crucial first step onto the coals. 

With all senses heightened, I quickly realised 
with relief that it wasn’t so bad. I could 
certainly feel the heat - and received a few 
minor burns here and there - but with a 
steady pace I was soon at the end, revelling 
in the cheers from our brilliant supporters. 
Together our plucky team raised an incredible 
£6,200 for St Clare. But all knew the real 
courage came from those inside the hospice 
unable to come and join us that evening. 

The real rush was from knowing we’d done 
our bit to make their lives that little bit easier.

New resource centre putting 
unwanted items to good use

AN environmental charity 
recycling clean, usable 
waste into practical 
resources for local 
community groups and 
schools has opened up an 
outlet in Harlow. 

The Phoenix Resource 
Centre collects 20 tonnes a 
week of surplus stock, 
offcuts and discarded goods 
such as fabric and 
unwanted gifts to be used 
for educational and 
fundraising purposes. 
Members - who can 
include nurseries, 
childminders, youth 
organisations, schools, 
playgroups, care homes, 
charities, art and theatre 
groups - pay an annual fee 
of £10 and are then able to 
purchase tokens to visit and 
collect materials for their 
lessons, social or charity 
events. 

Following its success since 
launching two years ago, 
the group has expanded its 
operation to the top floor of 
the Harvey Centre car park 
after the shopping centre 
agreed to supply them with 
30,000 sq.ft, of retail space. 
Harlow MP Robert Halfon, 
who officially opened the 
new centre, said: “The 
Phoenix Resource Centre is 
an inspirational place and 
possibly one of the best 
examples of the Big 
Society in action 
“They stop thousands of 
products from going to 
landfill and instead ensure 
that they are recycled and 
given back to the 
community. I suggest that 
there is nothing like this 
going on elsewhere in the 


country and I will be doing 
all I can to support it.” 
Harvey Centre manager 
Bryan Young added: “We’re 
very proud of our 
involvement with our local 
community. The Phoenix 
Resource Centre offers a 
fantastic and innovative 


service to schools and 
community groups at this 
difficult economic 
environment and I’m 
delighted that we could 
help.”

Waste plant protestors 
set up online petition 


CAMPAIGNERS fighting pro¬ 
posals to build a waste transfer 
site in Harlow less than 250 
yards from their homes and a 
primary school have launched 
an online petition in a bid to 
persuade Essex County Coun¬ 
cil to rethink its plan.

Firm but fair approach 
to issue of immigration 

We have to get to grips with immigration. 
Whilst England rightly has a proud tradition 
of fairness, tolerance and compassion to 
those in need, the levels of immigration to 
this country have been unsustainable in 
recent years 

Time and time again, residents raise this 
issue with me. It is a deep source of unease 
and frustration, especially given worries 
about jobs, housing and the difficult economy. 
Under Labour, net immigration totalled 2.2 
million - double the population of 
Birmingham. It was simply out of control. 
Most Harlow residents are not against 
entrepreneurs or investors coming to Britain 
but they want immigration to be fair. People 
should speak English, pay their taxes and not 
burden hard-pressed taxpayers too heavily. 
There are ways to cut unsustainable levels of 
immigration firmly but fairly. In 18 months, 
the Government has capped migration from 
outside of the EU, clamped down on abuse of 
the family visa route, student visas and 
begun preparations to establish a dedicated 
border police.

In order to win people's confidence, 
immigration will be bought down to the levels 
of the 1980s and 1990s rather than the 
unsustainable levels of 1997-2011. 

No fair person would be against all 
immigration to this country - and those who 
have made Britain their home should be 
treated as equally as any other citizen. But 
for too long the pendulum has swung too far 
in one direction. 

Immigration must no longer be a source of 
unease amongst citizens. We must be tough 
but fair. The Government's plans to deal with 
our immigration chaos will go some way to 
alleviating fears.

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TRAVELLERS trespassing on unse¬ 
cured land near the town centre have 
moved on after being threatened with 
legal action by Harlow Council. 

The group, believed to be from France, set 
up camp on Netteswell Plantation off Second 
Avenue on Friday afternoon. They and are 
thought to be making their way back to the 
continent after leaving town late yesterday 
afternoon (Wednesday). 

They had resisted the council’s initial 
efforts to move them on and with police

claiming to be powerless to intervene until 
the council - as landowner - secured a court 
order for the eviction of the site, it appeared 
the stand-off would continue until a hearing 
date could be set. 

But late yesterday afternoon the impasse 
was broken when the group finally agreed to 
leave the area after receiving a letter from the 
authority threatening court action. 


Councillor Joel Charles, cabinet portfolio 
holder for community & citizenship, said the 
travellers had been warned that legal pro¬ 
ceedings were under way to force their evic¬ 
tion. 

“The council had earlier sent the travellers 
a letter informing them they were trespassing 
and should leave the Second Avenue site by 
noon on Wednesday,” he said. 

“It is obviously a relief that they have kept 
to their word and left land they were occupy¬ 
ing illegally, which clearly means no further 
legal action is needed on our 
part.” 

The authority had applied to 
Chelmsford County Court for an 
order for possession on the 
grounds of trespass, which 
would have enabled the council 
to obtain a warrant for eviction 
and instruct county bailiffs to 
clear the site. 

Cllr Charles added: “We have 
always had a positive working 
relationship with the traveller 
community on our two legal 
sites. 

“But the council also has a 
duty to uphold the law and any 
travellers camped illegally 
should understand we will take 
direct action to clear the site if 
they do not move on. 

“Residents expect us to pro¬ 
tect the town’s green spaces, and 
that is what we will always do.”

and conduct committee recommended on Friday that 
the former leader of Essex County Council should 
be given a nine-month ban while Lord Taylor has 
been suspended for 12 months. The suspensions, 
which were confirmed yesterday (Wednesday), run 
from the date they were sentenced. 

Lord Hanningfield (70) received a nine-month 
sentence in July after falsely claiming £13,379 in 
parliamentary expenses for overnight stays in London 
when he was not in 
the capital, includ¬ 
ing one occasion 
when he was on 
board a flight to 
India. 

The Lords com¬ 
missioner’s inquiry 
found he wrongly 
claimed £30,254. 
So far he has repaid 
just £1,800. 

He told the con¬ 
duct committee he 
planned to repay the 
full amount and 
would not return to 
the House of Lords 
until he had done 
so. The suspension 
means he will not 
be allowed to take 
his seat until April 
next year. 

Last month it 
emerged Lord Han¬ 
ningfield planned 
to take legal action 
against police for 
“unlawful arrest” 
over allegations 
relating to money 
he claimed when he 
was county council 
leader. 

In a letter before 
claim to Essex 
Police, his lawyers 
stated he was seek¬ 
ing £3,000 for 
unlawful arrest and 
detention, £1,500 
for trespass and 
also legal costs. 

Mark Spragg, of 
Keystone Law, said 
at the time Lord 
Hanningfield was 
seeeking compen¬ 
sation because he 
had “suffered at 
their hands”.

IT may sound like 
something Willy Wonka 
would have thought up 
but sweet-toothed 
factory workers have 
created a six-tonne 
chocolate bar! 

The enormous slab of confectionary, 
which was made in the UK, has 
been recognised as the world's 
biggest after smashing the previous 
record held by an American firm. 
The giant bar was created by 
chocolate maker Thorntons at its 
factory in Derbyshire to mark the 
company's 100th birthday. 

More than 50 staff worked for 10 
hours to make the tasty treat, filling 


a giant mould housed inside an 
inflatable tent in the factory car park 
with buckets of chocolate. 

It’s final weight was 5,827kg, beating 
the previous record of 5,529kg. 

The record attempt was the idea of 
Paul Bell, who works in the factory’s 
toffee department. He told reporters: 
“My favourite childhood film was 
Charlie and the Chocolate Factory. 
There was a scene in it where a 
massive chocolate bar comes in 
and gets shrunken. I thought it 
would be great if we could do the 
reverse.” 

The giant bar will now be smashed 
up and sold in Thorntons shops 
across the UK to raise money for 
charity.

He even took time to 
show me how to use 
it. He explained that 
there were no hidden 
costs either. In fact 
the only surprise I 
got was when Alan 
showed me all the 
extra TV channels I 
could watch for free. 
When he finished at 
mine, he went next 
door to Peggy’s. 
Although she already 
had digital on her 
living room telly, she was still entitled to 
help switching one TV, so he sorted out the 
TV in her bedroom which she watches a lot.

The help doesn’t stop 
there. There is an 
aftercare service which 
is very reassuring 
while you’re getting 
used to things.

Players hunt for 
pirate treasure

A SWASHBUCKLING tale of a 
doubloons and double-crossing 
pirates sets sail at Moot Hall next 
week as Harlow’s longest-running 
am-dram group search for Davy 
Jones’ fabled treasure. 

Moot House Players’ production of 
children’s comedy romp Avarst 
Behind, penned by the theatre 
company’s long-time set designer Paul 
Regeli, opens at the venue in The Stow 
on Thursday for a three-night run. 

Set in 18th century Bristol, the play 
follows a bungling crew of cut-throat 
pirates as they set off on a frantic 
treasure hunt after stealing a map from 
a crooked magistrate. 

But a tangle of unlikely events and 
disasters is set in motion even before 
they set sail, with innkeeper's daughter 
Millie Sweetheart getting dragged into

Fwederick Forstescue Forsythia 
Creeper - manages to get himself 
enrolled in the gang of salty seadogs. 

In a series of twists and turns, the story 
romps and rampages through the 
streets of 18th century Bristol and 
across the oceans as the cretinous 


crew race to find the haul of treasure. 
And with a script peppered with 
genuine slang gleaned from an 18th- 
century guide book and a set featuring 
a beautifully-constructed replica of a 
ship’s cannon, the play promises to 
transport audiences back to the time 
when peg-legged pirates stalked the 
seven seas. 

Director Rosemary Casswell said: “The 
rehearsals have been going very well 
and everyone is having tremendous 
fun getting into character. 

“We’ve got a cast of 19 so it’s quite an

What Do We Have To Do To Sell? 




In an increasingly competitive market place, 
we know that as long as your property is 
priced attractively, it will sell. However, many 
people spend a fortune on improving their 
homes expecting at least the cost of the 
improvements to be returned to them via an 
increased sale price. This can be a mistake, 
as 90% of a property's value can usually be 
attributed to its location and size - the two 
things you can't change! 

Our advice on this is to be careful. Certainly, 
improve your home to make it appeal to 
prospective buyers, but your primary 
objective should not necessarily be to add 
significant value, but to enhance saleability. 
This means making your property more 
desirable than the other properties currently 
on the market at about the same price. 

You can make any property desirable simply 
by quoting a price which makes it look 
amazingly good value next to the others, 
which may themselves of course be 
overpriced. However, without throwing your 
money into subsidising someone's purchase, 


there are simple things that can be done to 
make sure your property looks worth the 
money. 

Much of it relates to lifestyle as much as it 
does to bricks and mortar. For example, a 
thorough spring clean complete with the 
smell of pine bleach in the bathroom 
suggests you're proud of your home and 
care for it. Cost? Probably about 20p! 

How about a lick of paint on the doors? 
Stripped floorboards generally look better 
than worn carpets, and a day's work in the 
garden pays real dividends. Try new light 
fittings or re-grouting the bathroom tiles. 
Also, remove any superfluous items from the 
garden and inside the property, keeping 
your storage areas tidy as well. 

The key is not to rely on your prospective 
buyers' intuition! Make it easy for them to 
imagine how pleasant it would be to live in 
your property, and you could well prompt an 
early sale.

I N a world of front wheel 
drive hatchbacks, BMW’s 
first generation 1 Series 
was always going to be 
different from the norm. 

The biggest talking point was 
its looks. A bold statement, it 
divided opinion yet the car’s 
popularity was proof that 
buyers seeking a compact 
premium alternative were 
willing to embrace BMW’s baby. 
With its rear-drive set-up it 
shamelessly targeted keen 
drivers, yet rear cabin space 
was closer to that of a two-plus- 
two coupe than compact 
hatchback. Despite being a 
compromise for some, the 1 
Series was still a hit. 

Second time around and BMW’s 
plan to address some of the 
first car’s shortcomings appear 
to have worked. 

In keeping with the new 5 and 6 
Series models, this 1 Series 
boasts a more rounded exterior. 
Although it’s no less visually 
arresting than its predecessor, 
the corners have been rounded 
off to give a softer, more 
approachable personality 
And then there’s the cabin 
space, which has been 
expanded to help boost the car’s 
family-friendly credentials. 
You’ll still find more room in 


the back of a conventional 
hatchback, but BMW’s sporting 
alternative has grown slightly 
inside thanks to its extended 
wheelbase. 

Rear seat occupants will now 
find a reason to cheer and 
there’s more room in boot, too. 
Up front and the car’s fascia 
has clearly been influenced by 
that of the 6 Series. It all feels a 
little more driver centric than 
before, which is something that 
should please fans of the brand. 
Looks aside, the biggest change 
to the 1 Series is how it behaves 
on the road. It would be fair to 
say that the car has matured in 
the time since it first appeared 
and there’s been a gentle 
softening of its ride to help 
cosset occupants over poorly 


surfaced roads. 

Far from being a compromise 
made in hell, this is a 
pleasingly pragmatic approach 
from BMW. This car, like so 
many others, will spend a lot of 
time in cities, and its sensible 
suspension settings make 
perfect sense. 

All told, it’s a relaxing and 
grown-up experience. 

Part of the praise for this 
performance should go the 
car’s engine range. Predictably, 
BMW’s plan of reducing fuel 
consumption and emissions 
continues with the 1 Series. 
Buyers can choose from a range 
of all-new petrol units or 
heavily revised diesel motors. 
The 1.6-litre petrol motors are 
full of important technology - 


turbocharging, direct fuel 
injection - and produce 134 and 
167 horsepower in 116i and 118i 
guise respectively. With plenty 
of torque available thanks to 
the turbo effect, these engines 
prove surprisingly gutsy, 
especially the entry level 116i. 
On the diesel front there’s a 
selection of 2.0-litre turbo units 
with power outputs ranging 
from 115 to 181 horsepower. 
Predictably these will offer the 
most gains in economy and 
emissions, making them 
particularly attractive to 
company car drivers seeking to 
minimise their tax outlay. 
BMW’s focus on economy 
extends to engine stop-start 
technology and the 
recalibrating of throttle and 


air-con settings when in eco 
mode, which should deliver 
incremental savings over the 
ownership period. 

Factor in low CO 2 ratings - sub 
120g/km is the norm for a 
number of variants - and a 
general weight reduction plan, 
and while the 1 Series will be 
seen as a premium choice it’s 
also capable of saving you 
money in the long run. 

You will need to open you 
wallet a little wider when it 
comes to equipping your new 1 
Series, though. 

Standard kit levels are good by 
BMW standards but, 
predictably, there are plenty of 
tempting options to choose 
from. Sat-nav integrated with 
the car’s MP3 player and 
Bluetooth function is an 
attractive option, as are the 
various wheel and cosmetic 
trim enhancements. 

Available in four trim levels 
(ES, SE and Sport, Urban), 
there’s plenty of choice 
regarding equipment levels and 
the degree of sporty driving 
behaviour available. 

For anyone seeking a premium- 
feel car with a modest footprint, 
the 1 Series is worthy of 
consideration. 

And in typical BMW style, the 
car's rear-wheel drive layout 
will please keen drivers 
everywhere.

THE Hawks provided all 
the fireworks on Bonfire

2 . 

And Harlow grabbed a 
deserved winner 10 minutes 
from time. 

The unmarked Bunn showed 
great composure to drill into the 
bottom right corner from 
Wixon’s right-wing cross. 

Hawks boss Danny Chapman 
thinks Wixon and Bunn can’t 
play together, but on this evi¬ 
dence - he’s wrong!
